He said 
that while he valued the support of 
his friends, he is content to remain in 
private life and asks to be allowed 
“to withdraw from the race for may- 
or before the campaign begins.” 

This announcement of Professor 
Dykes followed his action earlier in 
the day Tuesday in declining to re- 
consider his resignation as principal 
of the Boys’ High school at the re- 
quest of the board of education. The 
board elected Professor Eugene Rag- 
land to fill the position. 

In declining to make the race for 
mayor Professor Dykes said: 

“The announcement of my enter- 
ing the mayoralty race, as published 
in an afternoon paper, grew out of the 
importunities of my friends who have 
seemed determined to draw me into 
the race. While I value their support

HOUSE COMMITTEES 
ON JUDICIARYS AND 
HIGHWAYS AT WORK 


General judiciary committee No. 2 of 
the house, Mr. Burwell, of Hancock, 
chairman, reported favorably the sen- 
ate resolution by Senator Edwards to 
authorize the governor to enter into 
contract in respect to litigation pend- 
ing in the United States supreme 
court between the state of Georgia and 
the Tennessee Copper company, et al. 
to provide for settlement of damages 
done to citizens. The committee rec- 
ommended favorable passage by a vote 
of 12 to 7. 

A large delegation from Fannin 
county and contiguous territory came 


before the committee and presented 
their grievances against the corpora- 
tion.. Samples of growing crops, beans, 
peas and grains were presented show- 
ing the disastrous effects of the fumes 
from the copper mines. 

The corporation committee, Mr. 
Shannon, chairman, recommended for 
passage the bill by Mr. Stone, of Grady, 
incorporating the town of Pine Park, 
Ga. The senate bill to amend the 
charter of Thomasville was favorably 
reported. The bill of Mr. Bond, of 
Franklin, to create city government 
for-the town of Lavonia, was recom- 
mended for passage. . 

The committee on public highways, 
Mr. Chambers, vice chairman, presid- 
ing, recommended favorably the bill 
to repeal the 4-day road law and sub- 
stitute the alternative law. Under the 
4-day law, tax that is raised goes back 


to the militia districts, and prevents 
counties from taking advantage of the 
federal aid for roads. The alternative 
law permits the levy of road tax to be 
applied at the option of road commis- 
sioners, thus enabling counties to take 


advantage of federal aid. There are 
only a few counties in the state where 
the 4-day law is now operative. 


REPLACING GERMAN 
POTTERS’ CLAY WITH 
GEORGIA PRODUCT 


As an outgrowth of the war, a new 
usage for the many old clay banks 
and hills in Georgia which heretofore 
have been regarded as Practically 
worthless, has probably been discov- 
ered by government chemists, accord- 
ing to the announcement Tuesday of 
Mrs. Gertrude V. Kelly, secretary of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, at 
whose instigation the chemical branch 
of the war industries board decided to 
investigate Georgia clays, which is 
said will take the lace of Germans 
clays, which are used in pottery mak- 
ing. 

According to a letter received from 
Charles H. MacDowell, director of the 
chemists’ division of the war industries 
board, Georgia clays have been tested 
out in pottery making, and some firms 
report that they are entirely satisfac- 
tory. Mr. MacDonal further declared 


in part: 

dt might be well, if the Georgia clav 
manufacturers have an association, to 
have them take up with the bureau 
of mines the question of standardizing 
their mining and treatment process so 
that a uniform quality could be pro- 
duced.” 

T. Poole Maynard, well-known At- 
lanta gevlogical and mining engineer, 
stated Tuesday afternoon that he was 
authoritatively advised that the bu- 
reau of standards and the bureau of 
mines are ng an inexhaustive in- 
vestigation of Georgia clay deposits, 
which are in process of development 
with a view of determining the possi- 
bility of their use ih pottery and paper 
manufacture.

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GRAND JURY INDICTS 


~ GIBSON FOR KILLING): 


Monroe County Deputy Sheriff 
Charged With Murder of 
Elgin Stewart. 


The Fulton county grand jury found 
a bill of indictment Tuesday morning 
against J. I. Gibson, charging 
with the murder of Elgin Stewart last 
Sunday afternoon. Gibson shot and 
killed Stewart near the entrance of the 
Kimball house on Pryor street last 
Sunday afternoon, shooting him in the 
back twice, inflicting wounds that 
caused Stewart's death Sunday eve- 
ning at 6 o’clock. 

A preliminary hearing, which had 
been scheduled for Gibson in the re- 
corder's court, was called Monday 
morning and Monday afternoon, being 
postponed each time, was set for Tues- 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock, but was 
dismissed upon the presentation of a 
bench warrant from the superior 
court, showing that Gibson had been 
indicted by the Fulton county grand 
jury. 

The killing of Stewart by Gibson, 
which was a sensational in¢gident of 
last Sunday afternoon upon the streets 
of Atlanta, was said to be the outcome 
of bad feeling that had existed between 


the men for some time. 

Gibson was deputy sheriff of Wal- 
ton county, living in Monroe, where 
he kept the county jail. / 

The case promises. to develop unusu- 
al interest, and strong legal talent has 
been employed by both sides. R P. 
Jones, of Atlanta, was added to the 
array of counsel for Gibson Tuesday. 

Mrs. Stewart, who lives in Lithonia, 
has not been located, despite efforts 
to obtain an interview from her. 


COMMITTEE REPORTS 
EXPERIMENT FARM 
BILL FAVORABLY 


— 


The agricultural committee of the 
senate Tuesday afternoon reported 
back to pass a bill by Senators Hop- 


oore, Dickerson, Duke, Elders 
. which provides to cre- 
ate and establish an experiment station 
and farm in the coastal regions of the 
state to be known as the Georgia 
Coastal Plaius Experiment Station. 
The station is to be under the general 
supervision of the board of trustees 
of the University of Georgia, which 
board shall provide within thirty days 
after the passage of the bill the loca- 
tion of the farm. 

Mr. Ellis, of Tift county, spoke for 
the measure. He declared that the 
only stations of that type were now lo- 
cated in the northern section of the 


state, in Griffin and Athens, respective- 
ly, and as the crops and conditions in 
the southern part of Georgia were 
very different from those in the other 
sections the need for the station was 
urgent. 

The judiciary committee No. 1 of 
the senate reported to pass the house 
bill by Messrs. Burwell and Pickett, of 
that body, prohibiting tipping in Geor- 
gia. An amendment was added to the 
bill by the committee which stated that 
if the measure should pass it should 
be posted in a conspicuous place in all 
hotels, restaurants and Pullman cars. 

Although the committee reported fa- 
vorably on the bill, there is to be ex- 
pected a. strong fight on the floor on 
the senate against the measure, as 
there is a strong feeling of opposition 
to the measure in the upper house. 
The bill passed the committee with 
the close vote of 5 to 4,

THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS SAVED! 


“Who has a better right to speak for the city of Atlanta—council or The 


Constitution?” exclaimed a perfervid councilmanic orator at Monday after- 


noon’s session in a debate in which The Constitution conspicuously figured in 
the discussion of a resolution protesting against the school charter amendment 
that will take the public schools of Atlanta out of the hands of the politicians 
and put them directly under the controlof the people—a bitter dose for council. 

The orator’s heated interrogation was promptly answered by another mem- 
ber of council, who said: “Judging from the attitude of our senatot᷑ and our 
representatives, it seems that The Constitution does.” sh 

And then council went on record first as opposing a referendum vote on the 
charter amendment, and then with switch-back haste reversing itself and ad- 


vocating it, though over the protest of a very large element of the body. 


The Constitution violates no confidence when it says that as between its 
attitude on the school question and that of city council, The Constitution un- 
doubtedly speaks for the people, and council does not. 

And we say this with becoming respect to, and with due regard of the 
members of that body, who very naturally cling with undying and undaunted 
fervor to the slender thread by which council now controls the public schools 
under a system so iniquitous as to levy tribute from practically every hearth- 
stone in Atlanta, and under the operation of which 26,000 school children are, to 
a greater or less extent, the victims.

The house of representatives did its part yesterday towards redeeming the 
public schools of Atlanta by overwhelmingly voting for the charter amendment 
that vests the control of the public schools directly in the hands of the people 
under conditions that will abundantly safeguard them. 5 

There was not a hitch in the movement for this great reform until at the 
last minute a so-called referendum vote was proposed, the effect of which — 
whatever may have been its purpose -would have been to relegate the settle- 
ment of the question to the regular city election in December. This being a 
purely perfunctory performance with usually not more than 500 votes cast—and 
those generally drummed up in order to secure some kind of an expression to 
ratify the result of the previous primary—the public schools, left to such an elec- 
tion, would have become easy prey of the system which is now fighting so hard 
to retain control. . 

Representatives John V. Smith and J. C. White, recognizing the fact that 
in the recent city primary, in which nearly 9,000 votes were cast, the people 
had already spoken overwhelmingly in favor of taking the schools out of the 
hands of the council, were unwilling to risk the future of Atlanta’s public schools 
to a political plebescite of a few hundred voters who could be easily controlled 
by a handful of men. So they agreed in advance with Senator Walter P. An- 
drews that they would make the issue direct, and that they would stand by the 
schools! ’ 

The test came yesterday in the house of representatives, and Representa- 
tives Smith and White were sustained by an overwhelming majority—just as 
The Constitution knew they would be. The measure has already gone to the 
senate, where, with the enthusiastic support of Senator Andrews, it should come 
to a final vote this week. 

Too much credit cannot be given to Senator Andrews and Representatives 
White and Smith for their splendid stand in behalf of Atlanta’s public school 
system. They have saved the day, and their successful work will start the 
public schools of Atlanta upon a new era of efficiency and usefulness! 


The next step will be that to be taken by the people themselves in the 
choice of the new board, and if The Constitution judges the situation correctly— 
and we have made no mistake so far—the people will select to administer their 
school system a board that will be uninfluenced by political consideration, per-

Mr. Ryan assures the country that Uncle 
Sam is “building fighting and bombing 
planes in quantity;” and, on the whole, he 
said, “we are well satisfied,” adding— 

“We aren't building all we want to 
build or hope to, but we are hopeful, 
and we are enlisting the aid of every 
man who does anythinginthatline. All 
are helping most willingly, and it ia a 
wonderful inspiration. I did not find 
the aircraft situation so bad as public 
report had indicated. My predecessors 
had done great things in getting 
started. They did a great service, and 
I can’t claim any credit for what has 
been done. We are making progress 
now because of the men ahead of me. 
We've got to face it cheerfully and do 
the share that belongs to aircraft in 
winning the war. Preponderance in 
the air has come to the allies through 
contributions.” 

Altogether, preparations in all depart- 
ments—land, sea and air—are going for- 
ward in a way intended to inspire the people 
with hope and confidence; and the people 
owe it as a patriotic duty to their country 
and to humanity to hold back nothing that 
can be turned to account in accelerating 
those preparations. :

WALNUT AND SERVICE. 


Uncle Sam is still scouring the country 
for black walnut wood from which to make 
airplane propellers and gun stocks. : 

Ordinarily mahogany is the wood used 
for the former purpose, but the aircraft 
board has been unable to procure it in any- 
thing like sufficient quantity to meet the 
demand, and in its stead walnut is being 
substituted. 

John D. Ryan, head of the aircraft pro- 
duction board of the war administration, in 
a speech while on his recent western tour, 
gave a graphic account of the government’s 
quest for woods and illustrated the extreme 
measures employed in obtaining material of 
the desired quality. Incidentally, his state- 
ment imparts a faint idea of the difficulties 
that are being met and overcome by the va- 
rious arms of the war service in the prepara- 
tion and equipping of our fighting forces. 
He said: 


“We have had trouble in getting 
mahogany for propellers, and walnut 
when we cannot get mahogany. 

It looked as if the world were 
cleaned up of mahogany. We went 
into Central America and we had to 
buy the food the natives like, the 
clothing they like, and even toys for 
their children to get them to work. 
Then we had to build river boats and 
transport them upstream to get out the 
wood. We even had to go to the west 
coast of Africa and deal literally with 
the tribes. We can’t get steamers to 
pick up the wood on the west coast 
now, and have been obliged to buy 
old-fashioned sailing vessels and char- 
ter others.“ 


“For walnut.“ he went on to say— 
—“we went to the quartermaster, and 
he told us he did not have enough to 
manufacture gun stocks, and that we 
would have to develop our own supply. 
We enlisted the boy scouts to go out 
and find walnut trees. They found 550 
on one Long Island estate, and the 
owner did not know he owned one. He 
gave us the trees and refused to take 
a cent for them. He said it was the 
only thing he could do to help win 
the war.” 
Undoubtedly throughout the south and 
in the state of Georgia there are many wal- 
nut trees—perhaps many of whose erxist- 
ence the owners are ignorant, as was the 
case with the Long Island patriot mentioned 
by Mr. Ryan—which should be reported to 
the federal authorities, because there prob- 
ably never will be a time when they will be 
more urgently needed. And in reporting 
them their owners will be performing a 
distinct patriotic service to their country.

Alternative 4-Day Road Law

six hundred miles of public roads in the 
county. 

As a well-wisher for anything that win 
improve our roads in the state, I hope that 
this important bill will be put through. I 
would like to see the state automobile tax 
doubled (I own two cars) and this money, 
with a like amount of government funda, 
used in constructing a state highway, the 
direct way through the state, north and 
south first, then east and west, making Ma- 
con the starting point, and build out both 
ways.

The Bond Issue Bill 
May Come Up Today. 

The next most important matter before 
the house of representatives is the enact- 
ment of the Brown Dill, from the senate, 
providing that counties and municipalities 
may issue bonds for civic improvements, or 
for highway construction, by the assent of 
two-thirds of the voters voting, instead of 
by two-thirds of the qualified voters, as at 
present. 

This is a constitutional amendment bill, 
and will require.a two-thirds vote of the 
membership of the house. 

It will probably be reached today, and 
the significance of this measure cannot be 


too strongly stressed.

BILLS ENACTE 


Senate Passes Measure to 
Stop Speculation and Fic- 


| 


titious Prices on Cotton, 


Grains and Other Farm 
Products. 


The feature of Tyesday’s ‘session of 
the senate was the passage of a bill by 
Senator Elders to establish and legalize 
cotton and grain exchanges to meet the 
demands of the national government in 
the cotton futurity act passed August, 
1916. It has as its purpose the protec- 
tion of cotton farmers and legalized 
cotton speculators and exchanges 
against fictitious prices on cotton and 
other farm products. 

The bill as passed is practically the 
Same as laws now in effect in Alabama 


and other southern states, and wa. 
strongly urged by the national and 
Georgia farmers’ unions and the federal 
reserve banks. : 

Must Make Deliveri 

A penalty is pleced on the signing of 
a contract for the future delivery of 
cotton or grain there is no intention 
of making the delivery, but merely of 
gambling upon the market price. It is 
believed the passage of these measures 
dy the southern states will prevent the 
fixing of cotton prices by the national 
government. 

Under the provisions of the law any 
person, whether he be a member of the 
stock exchange or not, can gain access 
to the same information granted to the 
members. It algo states that whenever 
a contract is made to deliver cotton at 
a certain time the agreement must be 
carried out to the letter, and no cases 
in court will be upheld when it is 
proven that the speculator had no in- 
tention of making the delivery when 
the contract was entered into. 

Senator Elders explained and favored 
the bill in an eloquent address, stating 
that the measure would fully accom- 
plish the results desired by the national 
leaders—and would therefore eliminate 
the necessity of price fixing. 

; Only One Opposed, 

Opposition to the measure came from 
only one senator, Walter Andrews, who 
asserted the bill would legalize bucket 
shops and the cotton speculator. 

A bill by Senators Price and Skelton 
to increase the salary of the commis- 
sioner of commerce and labor from 
$2,400 to $3,500, came up but was lost 
by the vote of 15 to 11. 

Senator Beck’s bill repealing the four 
days’ road law, approved in 1891, which 
provided that the commissioners of 
roads and revenues should be restrictei 
to the four-day limit in working men 
upon public highways, was passed. The 
action of the senate in repealing this 
law does away with this limit and 
allows the laborers to be kept at work 
as long as necessary. 

A bill by Senator Heath was passed 
which amends the casualty insurance 
laws of the state so. as to increase the 
casualty insurance loss reserve from 55 
to 60 per cent. Further provisions in 
the bill state that the premium reserve 
shall be 50 per cent of the unearned 
premium on policies for one year or 
less.

I haven't 
had my shoes off for nearly a week 
now and probably won't get a 
chance to take them off until I 
go back to the support. But I’m 
well and so all-fired busy I don't 
get a chance to think about such 
trivial matters as sleep, bath and 
clean clothes.” 


LAST NIGHT 
WAS LIVELY. 

“We are just sitting here this aft- 
ernoon,” is part of Leslie Raw- 
lings’ letter, “with the sun beat- 
ing down on things in general and 
such a calm over everything that 
you wouldn’t know a war was 
going on. Last night, however, 
was lively enough and we kept our 
heads down with a vengeance until 
late this morning .. . 

“From the number of Atlanta 
fellows in this sector the old town 
must be mighty dull now and I 
don't think we would any of us be 
satisfied to be there until we have 
settled this shindig . 

“As I write this letter I am ly- 
ing flat on my face in my little 
‘two by four’ pup tent. I have just 
finished cleaning a brand-new Colt 
.45 automatic which they gave me 
today and my hands are greasy, 
with not a chance to wash them 
until morning.” 

Karl Farmer writes, in part, as 
follows: 

“I just came back a couple of 
days ago from a ten days’ stay at 
the front and during which time 
I got my first taste of this big 
game and tried to get acquainted 
with these big guns. 

“If a cub reporter had seen me 
and a few others when they heard 
their first shell whistle, he would 
have had the story of his life, as, 
from the time you hear one of those 
fellows sing until she explodes, the 
suspense is something great, but 
I don’t mind them so much now. 


WITNESS ATTACK 
ON VILLAGE. 


“A few days ago I stood out in 
the field and saw an attack on a 
nearby village. With the shells 
Going some of their deadly work, 
but our guns soon silenced the dirty 
boy that was doing the damage.

“The allies seem to be superior 
in every way, especially in the air.

To revert to the letter first men- 
tioned in this story: 


When we all get over, the whole 
outfit will participate in a celebra- 
tion that historians cannot over- 
look,” writes Al Harris. 


“And I wouldn’t be back in the 
old U. S. A. just at this present time 
for anything,” he adds. “There 
is too much happening over here.” 

Captain Clark Howell, Jr., writes 
that for five nighte he had not 
gone to bed nor changed his 
clothes. He was housed in a 
trench dugout and most of the men 
of the regiment had had their 
heads shaved before they went 
into the trenches—for obvious rea- 
sons

The Germans for the five nights 
before the date of his letter, July 
8, had beén shelling the American 
trenches, the firing usually begin- 
ning at dark and lasting until day- 
light. Several raids had been made 
by the Americans across the “No- 
Man's Land” between their trenches 
and the fortifications of the Ger- 
mans. 


The kitchen of Captain Howell's 
company in the rear of the 
trenches had been entirely demol- 
ished by a German shell, the stove 
being shattered, for which reason 
the men of the company had for 
two days done without their reg- 
ular kitchen and had gotten their 
meals as best they could. 


On their way to the location 
where his company is now sta- 
tioned, a German shell had killed 
the two mules drawing the wagon 
containing the bedding kits of 
most of the company and up to 
the time he wrote it had not been 
located. But he said that all the 
boys were happy and doing valiant 
service. He urged that the friends 
and relatives of the soldiers write 
as often as possible, for “nothing 
cheers the boys’ hearts as much as 
letters from home.” 


WHERE MEN 
ARE FOUND OUT. 


Captain Howell Foreman writes 
to his parents an enthusiastic let- 
ter concerning his service, He 
says that he is more proud every 
day of “his boys” and that there 
are no finer soldiers in the world 
than those who make up the 82d 
division. He gives an interesting 
description of his several trips at 
night into “No Man's Land.” and

“Having declined to serve further on 
the National commission for the good 
reason familiar. to each of you, I must 
ask that my resignation as your presi- 
dent, tendered last December, be now 
accepted. i 

“I am prompted to take this course 
out of consideration of the present sit-. 
uation and that you may more — 
ily select my successor who will, if 
you desire, serve on the commission 
under the circumstances.” 

Clears Series Muddile. 

The resignation of President Tener 
will clear up the involved situation in 
the National commission and expedite 
the work of that organization in pre- 
paring for the proposed world’s series, 
scheduled to begin on September 3 or 
4. Following ‘the decision of 
Philadelphia American league club fo 
carry the case of Pitcher ott Perry 
to the civil courts after the National 
commission had finally awarded his 
services to the Boston Nationals, Mr. 
Tener announced he would no longer 
serve as a member of that body. 

The National league by-laws and 
constitution made no provision for any 
other person, aside from the president 
of the league, to serve gn the National 
commission, and his refusal to act for 
the senior league complicated affairs 
at a time when co-operation was es- 
sential. 

As the world’s series is played under 
the control and direction of the Na- 
tional commission, it is necessary that 
the latter organization be represented, | 
and, since Tener refused absolutely to 
have further dealings with the commis- 
sion, it is assumed he felt that the 
acceptance of his resignation at this 
time would clear the situation an!“ 
pave the way for a more harmonious 
arrangement of the details for the pro- 
posed series. 

Eighth President. 


John Kinley Tener was the eighth 
man to be elected president of the Na- 
tional Baseball league. He was chosen 
as the executive officer of that organi- 
zation in December, 1913, and the con- 
stitution of the league was amended 
so that his term of office extended to 
four years. In December, 1917, he was 
re-elected for one year with the un- 
derstanding that he could devote a 
great deal of his time to a new com- 
mercial enterprise, of which he had just 
assumed control. 

In 1913, when he was first elected 
to direct the affairs of the older ma- 
jor circuit, Mr. Tener was governor of 
Pennsylvania and his term of office 
in the gubernatorial chair was not com- 
pleted until 1915. During his last fif- 
teen months as governor Mr. Tener 
kent in close touch with the interests 
of the National league, but it was not 
until the beginning of the 1915 season 
that he was able to devote his entire 
time and energies to the league’s af- 
fairs.

Washington, August 6—How the 
government war coffers were filled 
with billions in taxes gathered from a 
wide variety of sources ranging from 
stamps on playing cards to huge levies 
on excess profits was shown in detail 
today by a report of Internal Revenue 
Commission Roper to Secretary Me- 
Adoo for the year ending last June 30. 
The figures are considered especially 
important because they will be used 
by the house ways and means commit- 
tee as a partial basis for higher taxes 
in the new revenue bill, which is to 
raise $8,000,000,000. 

Total internal revenue for the year 


and $855,619,000 from a multitude of 
miscellaneous soufees, collected largely 
in pennies, dimes and quarters added to 
the prices of various articles paid by 
consumers, and poured into the treas- 
ury by retailers, wholesalers or manu- 
facturers to help meet war costs. 
Spent in Ten Weeks. 

Huge as these taxes seem in the ag- 
gregate, collections for the entire year 
were only enough to pay the nation’s 
bill for two and a half months of war 
at the rate the government is now 
spending money. 

Next to income and excess profits 
taxes, the backbone of the revénue 
schedule, liquor taxes brought in the 
most money, $443,838,000, including 
$317,553,000 from whisky, brandy, wine 
and spirits, and $126,285,000 from beer 
and other fermented liquors. Taxes on 
cigars, cigarettes and other tobacco 
products yielded $156,188,000. | 

After income, excess profits, liquor 
and tobacco taxes, the biggest yield 
from any other source came from levies 
on transportation and utilities which 
went into effect November 1, amounting 
to $70,734,000, divided -as follows: 
Freight, 3 per cent, $30,002,000; pas- 
senger tickets, 8 per cent, $24,306,000; 
express, 5 per cent, $6,458,000; berths 
and state rooms, 10 per cent, $2,236,- 
000; telephone, telegraph and radio 
messages, 5 cents each, $6,299,000; oil 


amounted to $3,694,703,000, of which 
$2,839,083,000 came from income and 


pipe lines, 5 per cent. $1,433,000. 
Levies on estates of deceased per- 


excess profits tax payments in June,sons brought in $47,452,000, and it is

A notable feature of the report was 
the item of only $12,995,000 collected in 
excise taxes on sale of articles usually 
classed as luxuries—piano players, 
moving picture films, jewelry, per- 
fumes, cosmetics, proprietary medi- 
cines, chewing gum, cameras and 
yachts. 
Taxes on the value of capital stock 
of corporations last year amounted to 


$24,996,000; on manufacturers or deal- 
ers in automobiles and motorcycles, 
$23,981,000; on munition manufacturers, 
$13,296,000. Documentary stamp taxes, 
imposed since December 1. 1917, pro- 
duced $18,813,000. . 7 

Club dyes, taxed at 10 per cent, yield- 
ed $2,259,000. Taxes on insurance poli- 
cies amounted to $6,492,000; on oleomar- 
garine, $2,336,000; on 8 alleys, 
pool and billiard tables, 51,08 ,000; on 
theater, circus and museum proprietors, 
$865,000, and on stock brokers, $333,000. 

The volume of taxes collected during 
the year is shown by comparison with 
those of the year preceding, when to- 
tal collections were $809,393,000.

IMALWY 1S SENTENCED | 
Io lk FROM FRANCE 


Former Minister Convicted of w 


Holding Communication 
With Germany. 


Paris, August 6.—Louis J. Malvy, for- 
mer minister of the interior, was found 
guilty today of holding communication 
with the enemy and sentenced to five 
years’ banishment. The sentence, how- 
ever, does not carry civic degradation. 


Louis J. Malvy, minister of the in- 
terior in the Viviani, Brand and Ribot; 
cabinets, was reckoned one of the most 


astute political figures in France. 

It was in July, 1917,- that his posi- 
tion was first assailed. At this time 
M. Clemenceau, now French premier, 
charged that M. Malvy was spreading 
“defeatist” propaganda among the 
troops and M. Malvy’s resignation of 
his post as minister of the- interior 
was announced early in August. 

M. Clemenceau’s charges against M. 
Malvy followed the arrest of Miguel 
Almereyda, editor, and M. Duval, di- 
rector, of the newspaper Bonnet 
Rouge, upon the latter of whom was 
found: a check for a large sum of 
money, the source of which he admit- 
ted to be a German banker named 
Marx, of. Mannheim. Almereyda later 
was found dead in his cell, apparently 
a suicide. 

M. was much criticised for 
having had confidence in such per- 
sons and for having granted pass- 
ports to Duval for numerous trips to 
Switzerland whilet The Bonnet Rouge 
was printing articles in defense of 
Germany. It was estimated that Du- 
val had brought sums aggregating 
500,000 francs from Switzerland, of 
which 200,000 francs went to .Alme- 
reyda. Duval was recently found 
guilty of treason and shot. 

In November, 1917, M. Malvy intro- 
duced in the chamber of deputies a 
bill demanding that he be tried before 
the high court and the chamber ap- 
pointed a committee of thirty-three 
to examine into the merits of the 
case. This committee submitted its 
report, calling for M. Malvy’s impeach- 
ment, and this report was adopted by 
the chamber and the senate was 
designated as a ‘high court to hear the 


case. 

The trial was begun on July 16, 1918, 
M. Malvy being called upon to answer 
charges of high treason and having 
comimunicated with the enemy. A few 
days later the charge af high treason 
was withdrawn by the prosecutor, 
who, however, maintained that M. 
Malvy was . responsible for several 
cases of mutiny in the army and was 
guilty of communacating with the 
enemy. 

During the trial former Premiers 
Viviani, Briand and Ribot testified 
in favor of M. Malvy, as did also M. 
Painleve, who succeeded M. Ribot as 
premier on the latter’s resignation 
which was due to the Malvy affair. 


Can Convicted Men 
Escape Punishment 
By Joining the Army? 


Savannah, Ga., August 6.—Walter C. 
Hartridge, solicitor general for the 
southeastern superior court circuit, has 
taken up with Secretary Baker the 
question of convicted or indicted men 
receiving immunity from prosecution 
through being drafted into the army., 
In Chatham county a number of negro 
men have been taken from the convict 
camps to serve in the army and men 
who are out under bond, either fol- 
lowing conviction or to await trial, 
have gone into the service and escaped 
prosecution. The courts want a rul- 
ing upon this question. They doubt 
if it is the purpose of the draft to take 
men who have been convicted of crime 
and thus let them escape punishment.
